But Wycombe’s lone goal 
was a beauty, Paul Bates, who 
was closely tailed by pivot Jim 
Skipper on the strength of nis 
four goals spree against Ham- 
let earlier in the season, calmly 


collected a 38th minute left- , 


wing cross and drove the vall 
handsomely past goalkeeper 
Dave Darvill into the roof of 
the net. 


Crisp raiding by Wycombe had 
dominated the early stages. of the 
game. Dulwich right-back Dave 
Kent, managed to rob Len Wor- 
ley but was so harassed under 
pressure that he walked the bail 
past Darvill and just avoided 
taking it into his own goal. 


Both goals had narrow escapes, 
Wycombe being the luckier team 
when, a fierce drive by Les 
Brown carnoned off the angle of 
the woodwork with Ken Brown 
airborn and helpless, Then 
Michael Rockell streaked away 
on the right-wing and his low 
shot struck Darvili on the body 
and ran clear. 


Anxious to wipe off the Bates
